CLASSIFICATION, PACKAGING AND LABELLING OF DANGEROUS SUBSTANCES REGULATIONS: 

REVISION OF APPROVED LIST AND AMENDMENTS TO REGULATIONS - 
CONSULTATIVE DOCUMENT 

EXPLANATORY NOTE 

Revision No. 1 of the Approved List 

The attached Revision No 1 of the Approved List is to be published by the 
Health and Safety Commission in connection with the Classification, Packaging 
and Labelling of Dangerous Regulations 1984 (CPLR) and with Regulations to be 
made by the Secretary of State on the Conveyance by Road of Dangerous 
Substances in Packages etc. (PGR). 

The 1984 CPL Regulations apply to both the supply and conveyance by road of 
dangerous substances in packages. The new PGR Regulations will extend the 
provisions for conveyance by road to such matters as the placarding and 
operation of vehicles and will replace legislation for the conveyance by road 
of dangerous substances made under the Petroleum (Consolidation) Act 1928. 

This Revision serves to consolidate and bring up to date the information in 
the original approved list published by the Health and Safety Commission on 25 
July 1984. The revised list provides additional information for the 
classification of pesticide preparations for supply, the secondary hazards of 
substances dangerous for conveyance, and also information relevant to the 
field of application of the new PGR Regulations, 

Amending Regulations 

The intention is that whenever relevant amendments or adaptations to technical 
progress are made to EC Directives, and changes to the UN List (United Nations 
Recommendations on the Transport of Dangerous Goods) these will be 
incorporated into the Approved List as described above (subject to HSC 
approval). On each occasion such a revision is proposed amending regulations 
will be needed to make it effective. Each revision to the list requires 
amendment of the date of publication shown in Regulation 4 of CPLR. 
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On this occasion the references to Parts lA and IB in that Regulation need to 
be extended to refer to the addition of packing group numbers and subsidiary 
risks. A new sub-paragraph (g) is required to cover the new Part VI. A minor 
change is also proposed to Reg 9(2) (c) to refer to the new subsidiary risk 
information, and an addition to Schedule 3.2(3) refers to the new Part VI. 
These amendments are listed in the Schedule to the proposed amendment 
Regulations. 

Proposals for changes to the Approved List 

In view of the limited nxjmber of changes to be introduced it is proposed to 
keep the Revision to the minimum possible at this time. The major change 
proposed is the division of Part lA of the list into separate parts. Part lAl 
will contain existing supply labelling information, Part IA2 now shows only 
conveyance information. It has been revised to take account of recent changes 
to UN Recommendations and to add packing group information needed for PGR, as 
well as subsidiary risk information. A new Part VI is added in order to 
implement Annex II of Directive 84/291/EEC on classification of pesticide 
preparations. 

The introduction to the Approved List has been extensively revised to explain 
the changes described above. An amendment sheet at the beginning of the 
Revision summarises the amendments necessary. 

Transitional Provision 



Because of the limited nature of these proposals it is expected that a 
transitional period of six months should be sufficient to allow any necessary 
revised labelling. However, Regulation 3 of the amendment Regulation offers a 
defence for an added year in similar terms to that in Regulation 16(2) of the 
1984 CPLR. 

Costs and Benefits 



The principal areas of cost and benefit of the proposed Revision are 
essentially the same as those identified in the Consultative Documents issued 
by the Commission in relation respectively to the Classification, Packaging 
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and Labelling Regulations (Dec 1981) and the Dangerous Substances (Conveyance 
by Road in Packages etc) Regulations (March 1984). To a large extent the 
present proposals for amendment are a direct consequence of the need for UK 
Regulations to follow changes in the EC Directives, and of the Commission’s 
policy of following changes in the UN Recommendations. 

Nevertheless the amendment proposals carry some limited costs and benefits in 
their own right. 

Costs 

Some manufacturers or suppliers may have to change their labels to reflect 
minor alterations and additions in the Approved List. Suppliers will also 
have to bear the cost of obtaining copies of the amended list. It has been 
designed in "loose leaf" form for ease of amendment; but the Commission would 
welcome views on whether the loose leaf format is really helpful to industry, 
or whether users of the information would find it more cost-effective to 
purchase a completely new list at each successive amendment. 

These costs cannot be quantified but are not thought to be significant. 

Benefits 

Apart from the benefits to users, emergency services and the public from 
having labels which are fully consistent with the EC Directives and UN 
Recommendations, and do not lag behind changes in these source texts, there 
are tangible benefits to suppliers. The fact that additional substances have 
been classified for inclusion in the Approved List will save the supplier from 
the expensive task of classifying and labelling such substances from first 
principles. 

Additionally one of the responses of industry to the Consultative Document on 
the proposed PGR regulations was a request that the listed information for the 
new regulations should be amalgamated with the Approved List for the CPL 
Regulations 1984. This has been done and should be of considerable benefit to 
those who will have duties under both sets of Regulations.

Citation, commencement and interpretation 

1. -(l) These Regulations may be cited as the Classification, Packaging and 

Labelling of Dangerous Substances (Amendment) Regulations 198- and shall come 
into operation on 198-. 

(2) In these Regulations - 

"the principal Regulations” means the Classification, Packaging and 
Labelling of Dangerous Substances Regulations 1984 (a). 

Amendments to the principal Regulations 

2. The principal Regulations shall be amended in accordance with the 
Schedule to these Regulations. 

Transitional provision 



3.-(l) Subject to Regulation 16 of the principal Regulations and the 
following paragraphs of this Regulation, where the Health and Safety 
Commission has approved a revision to the approved list, that revision shall 
not come into effect for the purposes of those Regulations until [here insert 
a date] but until that date a supplier or consignor may classify and label a 
substance to which the revision relates in accordance with that revision. 

(a) S. I. 1984/1244. 
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(2) Until [here insert a date 1 year after the date specified in para 1] 
in any proceedings for an offence under the principal Regulations consisting 
of supplying or conveying by road a dangerous substance in a receptacle or 
package, with a capacity of 25 litres or less, which does not comply with the 
requirements of those Regulations, it shall be a defence for the person 
charged to prove - 

(a) that if the substance had been supplied or, as the case may be, 
had been conveyed by road before [here insert the date specified 
in paragraph (1)] no offence would have been committed; 

(b) that the substance was packaged and labelled before [here insert 
the date specified in paragraph (1)] and had not been removed 
from the receptacle or the package, as the case may be, after 
that date ; and 

(c) that it was not reasonably practicable either - 

(i) to relabel or repackage the substance before it was 
supplied, or conveyed by road, or 

(ii) to supply it or convey it by road on a date earlier than it 
was in fact supplied or conveyed by road.

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INTRODUCTION 



1. This Revision No 1 of the Approved List has been published by 
the Health and Safety Commission in connection with the 
Classification Packaging and Labelling of Dangerous Substances 
Regulations 1984 (CPLR) and with Regulations to be made by the 
Secretary of State on the conveyance by road of dangerous 
substances in packages etc. (PGR). 

2. The 1984 CPL Regulations apply to both the supply and 
conveyance by road of dangerous substances in packages. The new 
PGR Regulations will extend the provision for conveyance by road 
to such matters as the placarding and operation of vehicles and 
replace legislation for the conveyance by road of dangerous 
substances made under the Petroleum (Consolidation) Act 1928. 

3. The Revision No. 1 of the Approved List serves to consolidate 
and bring up to date the information in the original approved list 
published by the Health and Safety Commission on 25 July 1984. 

The revised list provides additional information about the 
classification of pesticide preparations for supply, the secondary 
hazards of substances dangerous for conveyance, and also 
information relevant to the field of application of the new PGR 
Regulations. 

4. The notes which follow replace those included in the 1984 
approved list and explain how to use the list as now revised. 

Purpose of the Approved List 

5. The Approved List is for use with the Classification, 
Packaging and Labelling of Dangerous Substances Regulations 1984 
(CPLR) and with the proposed Dangerous Substances (Conveyance by 
Road in Packages etc.) Regulations (PGR). 
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6. For CPLR it specifies certain substances, including 
preparations and other mixtures, as dangerous for supply and/or 
dangerous for conveyance by road. The Regulations also apply to 
other substances not listed but which have similar characteristic 
properties. It lists those substances for which the Health and 
Safety Commission has approved particulars to be shown on labels 
when those substances are supplied and/ or conveyed by road in 
packages. 

It provides information relevant to the classification for supply 
of certain substances which are preparations, and also lists the 
standard risk and safety phrases to be used on supply labels. 

7. In the case of PGR it provides the means to specify certain 
substances as dangerous within the meaning of the proposed 
Regulations, although PGR will apply as well to other substances 
not listed but which have similar characteristic properties. 

8. The information relating to supply contained in the Approved 
List serves in conjunction with CPLR to implement Treaty 
obligations laid down by EC Directives. The information relating 
to conveyance by road is based on the recommendations prepared by 
the United Nations Committee of Experts on the Transport of 
Dangerous Goods (the UN List), Relevant amendments or adaptations 
to technical progress of the EC Directives , or changes made to the 
UN List will normally be incorporated into the Approved List 
subject to approval by the HSC. Amending Regulations will be made 
each time a revision is so approved to give effect to those 
revisions. 

9. The listing of any particular substance shall not prejudice 
the application of any prohibitions, controls, or special 
conditions laid down in any Act or in any regulations, which 
relate to that substance.

How to use the Approved List 



10. GPL itself refers to the relevant parts of the Approved List 
in laying down provisions for classification and in specifying the 
particulars to be shown on labels. Similarly PGR will also refer 
to the relevant parts of the Approved List in specifying certain 
substances as subject to those Regulations. The guidance which 
follows may, in some cases, amplify the instructions in the 
Regulations but is more concerned with the layout of the various 
lists and with the way in which the detailed information is set 
out. 

PART I 



11. Part I lists those substances for which the Health and Safety 
Commission has approved a classification and particulars to be 
shown on labels when those substances are supplied and/or conveyed 
by road; it also lists those articles which are to be treated, in 
a similar way, as dangerous for conveyance by road. It is divided 
for convenience of use into four sub-parts. Part lA now has 
separate sections concerning supply (lAl) and conveyance by road 
(IA2). It lists substances for which specific classification and 
labelling information has been approved for supply and/or for 
conveyance. The supplementary parts, IB and IC are solely 
concerned with conveyance. Part IB lists groups of substances not 
otherwise specified (nos) as dangerous for conveyance in Part IA2 
but for which the Commission has approved substance Identification 
numbers and related classifications, Part IC lists the articles to 
which CPLR only applies and the substance identification numbers 
and classifications which the Commission has approved for them. 

Notes on Part lA 

12. In the original Approved List conveyance and supply entries 
were listed together alphabetically. Revised supply and 
conveyance entries are now listed separately in Parts lAl and IA2 
respectively, 
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13. In connection with the alphabetical listing of entries 



(a) the following prefixes determine a position in the lists 
-Bi, Bis, Cyclo, Epi, Iso, Neo, Per, Tris; 

-Greek prefixes denoting number such as Mono , 

Di, Tri, Tetra, Penta, Hexa; 

-Ortho and Para when these form part of the 
name. 

For example, look under ’D’ for "DICHLOROACETIC ACID: or 
Dichloroacetic acid" and ’P’ for "PARALDEHYDE; or 
Paraldehyde" , whereas 

(b) the following prefixes are ignored: 

-Arabic numerals such as 1, 2- or 3; 

-Greek letters such as a or alpha, R or beta 
or Y 01^ gamma; 

- or such as: 

o meaning ortho _n_ meaning normal 

m meaning meta sec meaning secondary 

p meaning para tert meaning tertiary 

N meaning ’attached to nitrogen’ 

0 meaning ’attached to oxygen' 

S meaning ’attached to sulphur'

Part lAl - List of substances dangerous for supply 

14. The supply information in Columns 1, 2, 3 and 4 remains 
unchanged save for minor corrections shown on the attached 
Revision 1 amendment sheet. 

15. The lack of a SUPPLY entry in the List of substances 
dangerous for supply cannot be taken to imply that a substance is 
not dangerous for supply. An unlisted substance which is 
dangerous for supply should be classified in accordance with the 
provisions of Regulation 5 of CPLR. 
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Colurnn 1 Names of substances 



16. The entries are given in alphabetical order, according to the 

convention detailed in paragraph 13 above, using three distinctive 
type faces: 



denotes an entry made for the 
purpose of supply. 

denotes entries solely for use to 
cross refer to road conveyance 
entries in the new Part IA2 List of 
substances dangerous for road conveyance. 

17. The SUPPLY entries are derived from Annex 1 of the EC 
Directive 67/548/EEC as amended. They refer to chemical elements 
and their compounds, whether or not such substances contain 
impurities which are normal to their manufacture or extraction, or 
they contain additives (e.g. corrosion inhibitors, stabilizers ..) 
required for the purpose of their supply. A supply entry may be a 
specific name then approved for the purposes of Part I of Schedule 
6 or may be a general designation to which the special naming 
provisions of Part III of Schedule 6 will apply.

(a) where there are two or more alternative names approved 
for supply, for example, one a chemical name, the other 
an accepted common name ~ any one of them may be used 
and each is shown alphabetically together with the 
alternatives and the other information approved for 
supply. For example either antu or 1-naphthylthiourea 
may be used to designate that substance, or sodium 
trichloroacetate or TCA that one; as:

(b) Where any reference is made to a concentration range, it 
is a reference to that substance in aqueous solution. 

The supply entries do not refer to solutions unless a 
concentration range is quoted. 

(c) Where substances are included under a general 
designation, or as aqueous solutions, or under a 
designation which covers a number of isomers , or as 
petroleum distillates, or those included may be 
unstable, then special provisions of Part III of 
Schedule 6 will apply and will be referred to in 
brackets after the entry: 

CAIMIIM COMPOUNDS 

(see Schedule 6.16 ..) 

(d) Where reference is made to a salt, it is a reference to 
both the hydrated and anhydrous forms of that salt, if 
any, unless the entry refers to a particular form of the 
salt. 

Columns 2, 3 and 4 Supply information 

18. Entries are made under these columns when the classification 
of the listed substance and the appropriate labelling particulars 
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have been approved for the purposes of supply. It is convenient 
to include flammable as a classification and indication of 
general nature of risk in column 2 and also in column 3 as the 
indication of particular risk numbered 10, see Part IV of this 
Approved List. This mirrors the inclusion of the indications 
'extremely flammable' and 'highly flammable' in both of those 
columns. Schedule 6 of CPLR provides that the risk phrases 
'extremely flammable', 'highly flammable' and 'flammable' need not 
be shown on labels when they repeat the wording of the indication 
of general nature of risk given in column 2. 

19, The numbers where shown in columns 3 and 4 are references, 
respectively, to the standard risk phrases listed in Part IV and 
standard safety phrases in Part V of this Approved List. Where, 
because the nature of a listed substance dangerous for supply 
allows, no safety phrases need to be approved this is indicated by 
means of a dash in column 4, 

Columns 5 and 6 



20. Numbers and/or classification and hazard warning signs under 
these columns in Part lAl are now redundant. They have been 
superseded by road conveyance information in the new Part IA2. 
However, names in Part lAl across columns 5 and 6 prefixed by the 
word 'See' provide a valuable cross reference between supply 
entries in Part lAl and conveyance entries in Part IA2. 

Part IA2 List of substances dangerous for conveyance by road 

21. This is a new list which supersedes and expands the road 
conveyance information previously contained in columns 1, 5 and 6 
of the original Part lA, The lack of a conveyance entry in the 
List of substances dangerous for road conveyance cannot be taken 
to imply that a substance is not dangerous for road conveyance. 

An unlisted substance which is dangerous for road conveyance 
should be classified in accordance with the provisions of 
Regulation 6 of CPLR. 
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11, An unlisted substance may also be a dangerous substance under 
PGR [see proposed Regulation 2(1) and Schedule 1]. 

Column 1 Conveyance names of substances 

23. The conveyance entries are for the most part taken from the 
United Nations Recommendations on the Transport of Dangerous 
Goods, in which case the names approved for conveyance are the 
preferred shipping names given in those Recommendations. However, 
the entries also include various 'hazardous wastes' not given in 
the UN List but for which conveyance information has been 
approved. 

In addition; 

(a) The conveyance entries refer not only to the specified 
substance itself, but also to the substance as diluted; 
that is unless it is so diluted that it presents no 
danger during conveyance by road. 

(b) The application of a conveyance entry is sometimes 
approved subject to certain conditions. Such conditions 
or other similar descriptions are shown after the 
approved name in italic type. The information given in 
italics is not required to be shown on the label. 

(c) The conveyance names are approved for the purposes of 
Schedule 7. 

(d) An asterisk denotes a new entry or revised entry (vis-a- 
vis the original Part lA) . 

Columns 5, 6, 7 and 8 Conveyance information 

24. Entries are made under these columns when the substance 
identification number, the classification and hazard warning sign, 
the packing group and the subsidiary risk(s) [if any] have been 
approved for the purposes of conveyance by road of the listed 
substance. 
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25. The numbers given in column 5 are to be shown on labels 
prescribed for conveyance by road. They have particular relevance 
for the emergency services. The hazard warning signs specified in 
column 6 are to be shown on labels prescribed for conveyance by 
road. 



26. Packing groups in Column 7 show the degree of danger which 
substances present, 

ie great danger - Packing Group I 
medium danger - Packing Group II 
minor danger - Packing Group III 

Packing groups are not allocated to gases. 

27. Road conveyance of significant quantities of substances in 
packing groups I and II and of toxic and flammable gases will be 
subject to PGR. 



28. The subsidiary hazards shown in column 8 are ad ditional to 
the main hazard shown in column 6. The letter 'I' denotes hazard 
to the eyes. The letter 'E' denotes explosive properties and 
substances so identified may be subject to the Classification and 
Labelling of Explosives Regulations 1983. 

29. Entries in column 8 may be used as part of additional 
information on conveyance labels or written statements 
particularly where this is required by Regulation 9 of CPLR and/or 
Regulation 6 of PGR. 

Notes on Part IB 

30. This sub-part provides the means to determine the substance 
identification number approved in relation to a substance 
dangerous for conveyance but which is only included in the 
Approved List by reference to a group entry. Additionally it 
provides the means to specify certain groups of ^substances , not 
included in Part IA2, as dangerous under PGR. Further explanatory 
notes are included at the beginning of this Part to assist in 
determination of appropriate packing groups. 
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Column 1 - Description 



31. The descriptions shown in column 1 are not themselves 
intended to be shown on labels. A chemical or commonly accepted 
name, such as those shown in the final column of the table below, 
or some other designation should be used in accordance with the 
provisions set out in Schedule 7 of CPLR. 

Column 5 - Substance identification number 

32. The substance identification number has particular relevance 
to the emergency services; it provides a means to obtain 
information quickly on the properties of a substance and on the 
most appropriate action to take in an emergency. The number which 
is approved in relation to a substance is therefore the one which 
refers most specifically to that substance and its overall 
characteristic properties, 

33. The choice of the most appropriate number, from those given 
in column 5, depends on matching the most accurate of the 
descriptions of the substance, given in column 1, with its 
classification as determined in accordance with Regulation 6 of 
CPLR and shown in column 6. 

34. Reference to some typical examples will serve to illustrate 
the way to use Part IB, As shown in the table below, the group 
entries may be in the form of a generic description (eg 
isocyanates, nos..,), an end-use description (eg paints...) or a 
description of the overall characteristic properties of substances 
(eg flammable liquids, toxic nos). The descriptions are in 
alphabetical order in Part IB, the latter ones by reference to the 
most hazardous of the charactecistic properties ie that which 
corresponds to the classification of the substances; but it is 
more convenient to change that order for the purposes of this 
paragraph. To put the groupings into perspective, examples of 
substances which might have been placed in each group , were they 
not otherwise specified (nos) already in Part IA2, are shown in 
the table. It should be noted that the name and identification 
number approved for a substance specified in Part IA2 must always 
be used in preference to a name and number derived from the use of 
Part IB.

(a) The generic descriptions , when included in column 1, 

should normally match the classification shown in column 
6> but particular attention needs to be given to any 
qualifications or other conditions which may be imposed. 
The classifications approved for "isocyanates, nos ..." 
for example depend on boiling point and flash point. 
Unless an unspecified substance is so dilute that it 
presents no danger during conveyance by road or has 
untypical characteristic properties, reference to the 
correct generic description will provide the substance 
identification number which most specifically relates to 
that substance and its overall characteristic 
properties. 
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(b) An end-use description , such as that for paints et al , 
provides a reference to the substance identification 
number only in so far as the classification shown in 
column 6 is an accurate reflection of the overall 
characteristic properties of the product. For example, 
the substance identification number 1992, rather than 
1263, should be chosen for a paint which though 
classified as a flammable liquid also has the 
characteristic properties of a toxic substance, and so 
on. 



(c) A description of the overall characteristic properties 
otherwise provides a reference to the most appropriate 
substance identification number, if any. As shown in 
the table for example, 1993 would be appropriate for a 
non-corrosive or non-toxic flammable liquid but either 
1992 or 2929 would be the more appropriate for a toxic 
and flammable liquid; the choice then depending on which 
of those is the most hazardous of the characteristic 
properties. Similar entries cover corrosive and 
flammable liquids and other combinations. 

Columns 6, 7 and 8 Conveyance information 

35. Packing groups in Column 7 show the degree of danger which 
substances present, 

ie great danger - Packing Group I 

medium danger - Packing Group II 

minor danger - Packing Group III 

Packing groups are not allocated to gases. Further explanatory 
notes on determination of packing groups are included at the 
beginning of Part IB. 

36. Road conveyance of significant quantities of substances in 
packing groups I and II and of toxic and flammable gases will be 
subject to PGR. The subsidiary hazards shown in column 8 are 
additional to the main hazard shown in column 6. Entries in 
column 8 may be used as part of additional information (eg where 
this is required by Regulation 6 of PGR). 
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Notes on Part IC 



37. The information in this sub-part relates only to CPLR and is 
not relevant for PGR. 



38. An article specified in this sub— part of the Approved List 
is, by means of that specification, brought within the scope of 
CPLR as it applies to the conveyance by road of a substance 
dangerous for conveyance. The information approved for that 
purpose is set out in the same way as the conveyance information 
given in Part IA2. 

Column 1 Description 

39. An article described in column 1 should be designated for 
labelling purposes in the terms of the description given in bold 
lower case type. Tliis means the wording, adopted essentially for 
alphabetical listing, may be rearranged and singular or plural 
forms used as appropriate. The added descriptions given in 
italics need not be shown on labels. 

Columns 5 and 6 Conveyance information 

40. The entries under these columns are the substance 
identification numbers and classifications approved by the 
Commission for the purposes of the conveyance by road of the 
listed articles. 

Quantities 

41. Where reference is made in CPLR to a quantity of a dangerous 
substance that shall be a reference to the quantity of the 
substance, if any, mentioned in the overall description of the 
article in column 1; where no such mention is made it shall be a 
reference to the quantity of the article itself. 
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PART II 



42. This part inclades information approved by the Commission in 
connection with the classification of solvent preparations as 
dangerous for supply in accordance with the provisions of Schedule 
4 of CPLR, 

43. Each of the substances listed in this Part is also included 
in BOLD CAPITALS in Part lAl but only one of any alternative names 
given there is used. This convention avoids unnecessary 
complication. However, where for the purposes of labelling a 
solvent preparation, it may be required to show the name of a 
substance listed in this Part; then either that name or any of the 
alternatives to it shown in Part lAl in BOLD CAPITALS may be used. 
(See also para 17). 

PART III 

44. This part includes information approved by the Commission in 
connection with the classification of paints, varnishes, printing 
inks, adhesives and similar products as dangerous for supply in 
accordance with the provisions of Schedule 5 of CPLR. 

45. The convention adopted in Part II for the naming of 
substances, see para 43 above, also applies to this Part and in 
connection with the labelling of paints, varnishes, printing inks, 
adhesives and similar products. 

Notes on Part III 

46. Some further explanatory notes are included at the beginning 
of Part III to specify the various references made to 
concentration limits throughout this Part. The notes are 
applicable when referred to by their numbers, (1) .... (6). 
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PART IV 



47 « This is a list of risk phrases approved by the Commission in 
relation to the labelling of substances dangerous for supply. 

They are indications of particular risks created by the substances 
which are so labelled and are referred to in those terms in column 
3 of Part lAl. 

48. The risk phrases are reproduced from Annex III of the EC 
Directive 67/548/EEC. 

PART V 

49. This is a list of safety phrases approved by the Commission 
in relation to the labelling of substances dangerous for supply. 
They are indications of safety precautions required when handling 
or using the substances which are so labelled and are referred to 
in those terms in column 4 of Part lAl. 

50. The safety phrases are reproduced from Annex IV of the EC 
Directive 67/548/EEC. 

PART VI 



51. This part includes information approved by the Commission in 
connection with the classification of pesticide preparations as 
dangerous for supply in accordance with the provisions of Schedule 
3 of CPLR. 

52. The majority of the substances listed in this Part are also 
included in BOLD CAPITALS in Part lAl but only one of any 
alternative names given there, is used. This convention avoids 
unnecessary complication. However for the purposes of labelling a 
pesticide preparation may be required to show the name of a 
substance listed in this Part; then either that name or any of the 
alternatives to it shown in Part lAl in BOLD CAPITALS may be used 
(see also para 17). 

53. The conventional LD^q values in this Part are reproduced from 
Annex II of EC Directive 84/291/EEC.
